1 • Your mem^ai^um to concerning the 

possibility of coni^^^^ffe Agency as a visiting 

scholar prompted a thorough review by NFAC towa rds that 
end. As a result of NFACs lack of interest in BBH6HB 
your memorandum was passed to the Office of Training Center 
for the Study of Intelligence, STATOTHR 

2. We certainly concur W3 th your interest in having 
a visiting scholar do some work on the history of intelli- 
gence and/or the Agency. We are looking into the national 
security programs offered by leading universities to del er- 
mine what intelligence-related courses are being offered, 
with a view to identifying potential candidates among 
faculty members fbr a sabbatical which could be spent 
a visiting scholar with the Center. This will require 
careful screening to ensure that we get a scholar, with 
appropriate academic credentials, who is also clearabie 
and has a positive interest in such an endeavor. 

.3. Although has expressed keen interest in 

coming here as a visiting scholar, he does not appear to 
possess the academic credentials or relevant work experience 
which we would like to have. Further, the material he for- 
warded on "Espionage” indicates a rather superficial 
knowledge of the intelligence business. Indeed, these fac- 
tors were reflected in our rejection of his application for 
employment with the Agency earlier this year (9 February). 
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4. We are encouraged by ycur interest in the 
concept of a visiting scholar doing research on intelli- 
gence, and will advise you of our progress in lining up 
a suitable candidate.
